France, the'keen edge of the tradition- 
al'French cordiality was considerably- 
dulled. Two years ago every Ameri- 
can in France was acclaimed as a 
hero. The "crusaders" from that lit- 
tle known far away land "Amerique" 
were hailed as soldiers had never be- 
fore been greeted. It would be stretch- j 
ing things to say that the American 
soldiers still in France are equally as 
popular as those first fortunate arriv- 
als. 
On the other hand, the dough- 


boys are daily gaining greater favor 
with the French. This reaction fol- 
lows a period when Americans were 
just a bit grating to the French.
